BuiiLi.v, Dec. 26. — Christmas eve, 
■^vliicli ia the principal festival of Chriet- 
innstide in Germany, was celebrated in 
the usnal quiet manner. There were 
Chrifitmaa trees not only in every family 
but in tho hospitals, public institutions, 
nsyluins, priaons, soup kitcliens, casualty 
wards aud barracks. Snow fell and 
made the streets indescribably (ihliy. 
Business has been remarkably good and 
a thorough festal mood was inanift'st, 
with an abaenue of tho note of unuasi- 
nees and dissatisfaction usually present 
in tho press. 

At the new palace of Potsdam the fes- 
tivities began with the Empress and 
cliildren presenting gifts to the servants. 
Tho Christmas trees for the court were 
lighted up at 5 o'clock in tho beautiful 
hall of shells. one end of tho hall 
stood tho Kinpress at a table, whereon 
were many works of art, and near by was 
the. Emperor's table with his numerous 
|)renents, incit;ding a tali carved clock 
froii the Cirand Duchess of Ba- 
den, a goblet and wine jug 
of very finely carved silver. The 
children's tables, standing at tlio other 
end of the hall, had over them their 
trees, the smallest for the Princess Vic- 
toria and then each a little higher wore 
tables and trees for each of the Imperial 
children up to the Crown Prince, who 
had the highest. The tables were 
crowded with playthings, books and use- 
ful preaents. The Emperor 'was some- 
what Berious in his demeanor, Lut the 
Empress was in good spirits and tho 
children wore full of delight. 

In the barracks everything was astir. 
.\fter religious service the oHicers en- 
tered, the men sang in chorus and each 
soldier received a present. In some 
regiinonta they were allowed to choose 
])ipes, clothing, writing desks, purses, 
etc., and each man also received a basin 
of " goodies " and some cigars from his 
comiiuinder. In each barracks the com- 
mander sjjoke as follows to the 
Roldiurs: " Tlie soldier shall also know 
that Christmas ia a festival of 
love. What you had at home with 
your parents you have also with the 
BTtroopB. In the face of these brightly 
btiruing candles and gifts of love, re- 
member each of you his oath which he 
awore to his Emperor and each renew this 
oath to be an obedient, zealous soldier, 
upon whom the commander-in-chief can 
fully rely." 

The announcement in the French 
press tliat the (^oiiseil Suporieure has 
decided to reorganize tho French artil- 
lory has caused twnsiderable sensation 
y 7 here, and if the news is true Ger- 
many ' will jjroceed. to subati- 
tule for tlie present lield ar- 
tillery a gun e(iual, if not bettor, 
than the new l'"reiu;h arm , which is re- 
cognizcil in Germany as being far siiiier- 
ior to tho present German weapon, in 
ranire, (luickiiess of lire and general elli- 
ciency. The sum of 20O,U0O,U0O marks 
will ho rei|uired for this re-organizatioii 
of tlie German army, wli'ich it is intend- 
ed should be accompliahed by 1899. If 
France re-arms, Germany, it is stateil, 
will do BO at once.

his chair in a cafe) been forgotten, 
pariicularly in view of another case of 
military brutality reported from Star 
gard, I'omerania, in which an officer 
who, according to his own account, was 
attacked by street urchins, drew his 
sword and chased the children. One of 
tbom stumbled and fell and was hacked 
on the head by the ofhcer. Tho boy in 
(juestion is now sufl'ering from concus 
sion of the brain and severe scalp 
wounds. The affair is causing the liveli 
eat indignation. 

References to ths dockers' strike at 
Hamburg occupy a prominent place in 
the reports of peace and good will pub 
lished by the press. Strike meetings 
were held at Hamburg yesterday, and 
the Socialist deputies, Molkenburgh and 
Frome, urged the men to continue the 
fight. Further meetings, with the 
same object in view, were held to-day 
The dispute seems to bo taking a turn 
less favorable to the employers than ap 
peared likely a week ago. In view of 
the holiday, a number of workmen who 
had taken the strikers' places have left 
Hamburg, and it is now said they will 
not return. In coiisei|Uonco, some of 
tho employers are trying to come to 
terms with their own men. 

Uonsiderable irritation continues 
everywhere at the utterances attributed 
to tho Emperor in regartl to tho strike 
His Majestic ia credited with having e.'c 
pressed, at Prince liohenlohe's bamiuot, 
his jileastire at tho attitude of the Ham 
burg employers, in "staunchly resisting 
the unjust demands " of the dockers' 
laborers and to have dwelt at length 
upon the idea of founding a coalition of 
employers, adding that "such a stop 
upon the part of employers would be a 
bleesiiig lor the seduced workmen and 
enable them to resist the incitement of 
hatred within the world of labor." It 
is probable now, however, that some 
agreement between the employers and 
strikers will bo reached within the next 
few divys. 

'I'he Times Paris correspondent says ; 
" The Washington government has been 
confidentially informed, although in very 
friendly terms, tliat tlio liuropean powers 
would not remain passive should the 
United States recognize the Cuban insur- 
gents. Intimation is further given that 
Germany is quite ready, even now, to 
take Spain's side should tho United 
States show a disposition ofBcially to 
side with the rebels. 

Advices from Lorenzo Marques, Portu- 
guese East Africa, announce that a 
Portuguese warship there has salyted 
with twenty-one guns the German war 
vessel Condor, which replied in kind. 
In addition tho district governor called 
upon the German consulate and oH'ored 
apologies for the recent attack made 
upon tho German consulate. In the 
search of residences occupied by anar- 
chists here, many papers and pamphlets 
were seized and the arrest of the pub- 
lishers of the Socialist followed. Influ- 
enza is increasing in this city.

Nkw York, Dec. 26. — Senor Jose .\n- 
drade, Venezuelan minister to the Uni- 
ted States, aceompanied by Mr. .Tames 
.1. .Storrow, counsel for Venezuela before 
the United States boundary commis- 
sion, arrived in this city this afternoon 
on board the steamer Oaraccas, and left 
for Washington to-ni^ht. Minister An- 
ilnide was met at the pier by the Vene- 
zuelan consul and some of the attaches 
of iiie otlice. AVlicn asked if the reiioi ts 
which liavc liccn printed in reference to 
the Doiiiulary treaty were acceptable to 
the Venezuelan liovernineiit, tiie minis- 
ter fiaid ; "1 have written and tele- 
graphed all that I have to say, and 1 un- 
ilerstaiid it has been published in your 
))a|)ers. I cannot say any more on this 
ijiiestion.'' 

lie was tlieii asked if it were true that 
hi! had come ciupnwercil by President 
Crespo to sitinily the acceptance of the 
Irealy hy Venezuela and he replied, 
"That is a inatter 1 cannot discuss." 
He also said that there was no sign of 
disturbance in Venezuela; everythiiic; 
was very peaceful and he did not an- 
ticipate any trouble when this Vene- 
zuelan congress would meet. When 
pressed to say something more about 
the treaty, he showed the reporters ii 
cupv of a Venezuelan newspaper which, 
he said, ex|)res;^ed his views on the mat- 
ter. Tliia paper, the \'ene/.uelan Her- 
ald, had several articles on the treaty 
and the follcjwiii}; is an e-xlraet from one 
of them : 

" Minister Andrade is t'oiii;^ to Wash- 
iiifiton and takes with him a copy of the 
af^rceineiit. It is in all essential par- 
ticulars the same treaty as was oll'ercd 
by Venezuela, forty years ago, to Great 
Uritain, which Hreat Britain refused. 
I'lider the lifty years clause, the only 
territory which Great Britain will have 
are the settlements between the Esaequi- 
bo and Pomeroon rivers. The lifty 
years clause will excluile the Orinoco 
(■ountry and the Cuyunir river, wliich 
is tliu portion of the country that Ven- 
ezuela has been esjjet'ially desirous of 
keepint;. 

" Unwarranted attacks have been 
made on the t.'overninent, but tliey are 
based on no solid arguments and it sur- 
prises us not a little lo see such a rumor 
concerning the boundary (|uesti<ui after 
everything has been seflleii. The Uni- 
ted States has been the friend and re- 
presentative of Venezuela — to jml it ex- 
actly, through its friend tho United 
States Venezuela negotiated the treaty,"

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USE OF FEKTILIZEES. 

Mr. W. C. Grant's Interesting Paper on a 
Subject of Mncli Interest to Farmers 
iind OrcliarcUsts, 

TiiG last lucetintr o( the Victoria Dis- 
trict Friiit«rowera' Association was 
marked by tlie roadiiiirof avaluublepaiier 
on " Oominercial Fertilizers," by Mr. W. 
C. Grant, of Gordon Head, a Rentleiuan 
who has given the subject studious at- 
tention, and whose observations are 
eminently i)ractical and worthy ui con- 
sideration. 

' " The subject is oi two wide a range to 
deal with in one paper," lie said, " and 
if a little rambliii},' over ground without 
explanation in detail is indulged in I 
lione you will bear with lue ou this ac- 
count. I will outlino luy experience in 
liandling chemical manures and brielly 
endeavorto com parti them asasubsti' 
tute for barn-yaril manure, and from i 
iinancial standpoint reckon tlieir rela 
tive values. 1 know in tlie otTaet that 
Tve cannot all agree to the conclusions 
hut as doctors differ in treating their 
patients, we may be excused if we dill'er 
in our metliods of twaiinpr plants. 

"Suppose you undertake to supply the 
potash by a dressing of stable manure 
the ell'ect would be an excess of wood 
j;rowlh ami foliage and very little fruit 
(ieficient in color and of p(5or llavor. It 
is not my object to run down barnyard 
manure anil boom coiiiinercial fertilizers, 
but to show their pei ionly . In niia 
ing early crojjs an ajiplicaLion of nitrate 
of soda (when gro'vlh commenccri 
spring) will force iiloni; sucli cropa 
rhubarb, asparagus and other vegetables 
fully two weeks earlier tlian under or- 
dinary treatment, thereby making it 
possible to se<mre tlie high 
prices ruling. Nitrate of 
will not take the placixof any otlier{ 
food, but if all other constituents are 
available in the soil an application of it 
before a shonrer of rain on green ci opa 
will show the results in less than forty 
eight hours, the foliage becoming a much 
darker green. Stable manure on the 
soil in its moat available condition re 
(juires heat to cause nitrification to take 
place, and by this cliemical ciian};e turns 
the organic nitrogen into nitric acid 
Nitrate of soda has its nitric acid in a 
soluble condition ready for the imined 
iate use of the plant. 

"Anotlior element to plant life is phos 
phoric acid, which can be supplied in 
thfe form of ground bone or dissolved 
bone black, and tliere ia no valiti reason 
why they should not ba manufactured 
here; the amount of bones lying around 
shows that their value is not yet apure 
elated. Fertilizers when used in tlie 
orchard a number of years in succession 
without stable manure r&iuire a green 
crop to plow under, as a supply of 
human or organic matter. In this re- 
spect I have found clover the moat satis- 
factory. If thorough cultivation has 
been carried out during the growing 
season there will be enough moisture 
close to the surface about the middle o 
August to ensure a rapid germination 
As the dews are then getting heavy the 
crop will make good growth before the 
end of December. 

" As soon as possible in spring plow 
the crop under. Allow time for decom- 
position to take place. Then commence 
cultivation. To ensure a line crop of 
strawberries there is nothing better than 
a two or three-year-old clover sod turn- 
ed over early in the spring, with a liber- 
al application of ground bone and muri- 
ate of potash. 

" Commercial fertilizers or stable man- 
ure, although api^lieil jud icioasly , will 
not produce satisfactory results it culti- 
vation is not carefully attended tii, 
especially iluring the ilry jiart of the 
season. It is by thia means the inoia- 
ture is conserved that is necessary to 
brmg up the available plant food in the 
soil and subsoil, as all the elements es- 
sential to the growth of plants are sup- 
plied in liquid form. If' we allow our 
land to dry out, all forms of plant food 
become locked np and may as well not 
exist. 

"Many fruitgrowers who are thoroughly 
conversant with which varieties to plant 
antl how to cultivate tlieiii know Iml 
little of the art of feeding theni, and the 
time and way to ap[)ly (ertili/.ers. Thia 
ijuestion receives tno little attent iciii at 
llie hands of fanners when in convention, 
which 1 think is a miatake, as much im- 
portance is attached to it. Nitrogen, in 
the form of saltpetre or nitrate of soda, 
if ajjplied in autumn, will lie washed liy 
the winter rains aluiosl completely out 
of the soil or carried into the suLiaoil, 
where only deej)-rooted plants can make 
use of it. Thus the greater part of this 
valuable fertilizer will be lost. Potash 
and phosphoric acid may be used at any 
time, HB all but the most leachy soils 
will r3tain them. It may be, however, 
that this is not all that is necessary for 
the sxrowth of fruits ; they reipiiri? uddvc 
all tilings a di'ep, well-draiiieil anil pn-- 
ferahly a light soil. Aa soils vary iti 
their composition', it ia first ol all m.'cea- 
sary to lind out in which element or ele- 
ments luecessary to plant life) Ihc dcft'ct 
occurs. Sopjiose it to lie jiolash ; then 
how to supply the want at the least coat 
ia the question. 1 believe tiiat an apnli- 
cation of muriates of potash would be 
the moat direct as well as the most pro- 
litahle way. 

" Now my contention is Unit for those 
who are situated aa inoatorcharLlists arc, 
without a home supply of stable maimre, 
by substituting commercial fertilisers we 
ard enabled to cut the working bill in 
two. We have no troublesome weeds, 
no heavy hauling nor spreading, etc., 
and the expense at first cost, all things 
being conaidered , ia in favor of maiuno 
in concentrated form. We need no 
longer look for higher prices, but seel; 
rather h)r that wliicli will redui'e the 
cost of jiroduction, by growing doiibh; 
the <iuaiitity jier acre of. a superior c|ual- 
ity of jirodiice, as the cultivation, rent, 
taxes, etc., are alike for a full crop as 
they are for half crops. By systematic 
application of commercial fertilizers we 
can put our fruit on the market sujier- 
ior in color, (luantity and <|uality, enabl- 
ing farmers to reap the jjrofits they are 
so justly entitled to. 

Mr. £. M. Palmer joined in the discus - | 
sion that followed, and gave those pre- 
sent some valuable pointers on the 
comparative values of commercial and 
barnyard manure. A vote of thanks 
was tendered Mr. Grant for his very able 
paper. 

The subject of spraying mneliines was 
then discussed, and tlie 1st day of Jan- 
nary set as the time for a competitive 
exhibit of the various machiuea in the 
market. The chairman, upon tnotion, 
■appointed Mr. I'almer, Mr.' J. A. Grant 
and Mr. Stephens a committee to ar- 
range for the exhibit at some point con- 
venient to the horticulturalistsand others 
interested in such work. The represent-

doubtedly take a mure delinite aliape 
and result in action. 

All the storekeepers in tlie centre of 
tlie city assured a Colonist reporter tliat 
tlie volume of Chriatiiias bueineaa trans- 
acted was fully eijual to that of last year. 
The streets on Chriattnas eve were 
thronged until a late liour by crowtia of 
purchasers, and the amount of business 
done is taken as a healthy sign of re- 
turning prosperity. 

A case of honesty of a nature not too 
often met with is reported. A physician 
of the city on Wednesday lost his jjoc- 
ket book, containing a large sum of 
money and some valuable ))apers, and 
had given it up as gone for good, when 
it was returned to him by the Under, Mr. 
I'lynn, of Westminster avenue. Another 
pocket book was lost on the street yes- 
terday by a lady who was shopping on 
Cordijva street. The wallet contained a 
large sum of money in notes and has not 
yet been returned to its owner. 

The city street cars otUy ran from 10 
a.m. to •{ p.m. yesterday, for the pur- 
paao of iiflbrding the employes an oppor- 
tunity of participating in the Christmas 
festivities. 

A free dinner and.'entertaininent in the 
library, were given by the librarian, an 
assault-at-arms by the Gordon High- 
landers' Boys' Brigade, in the Market 
Hall, and a Christmas tree entertain- 
ment by the Japanese Christian Endea- 
vor Society, constituted the public at 
tractions afforded in the city on the 
evening of Christmas. 

The pubUc notices announcing the 
election of Mayor and Aldermen, usually 
posted in the city, have tliia year, owing 
to some mismanagement, been given in- 
to the luirula of some [leraon to jiost who, 
having no boardings, has tacked them 
up on telegrapli and telephone posts 
with the result that hardly one is to be 
seen. Owing to this want of nnbU'jity 
some doubt exists aa to the date of nom- 
ination day. There is still some talk of 
Alderman Brown's name being before 
the electors aa a candidate for Mayor, 
which wouUl leave a vacancy in Ward -1.

Hard Fighting for the Control of the Busi- 
ness oi the Great Minlns 
District. 

Sk.\ iti.e, Dec, 20. — Spokane is inakinj; 
a liartl tight to control the iiniiien.'ne 
trade now j;oin);into tlie ivoulenay coun- 
try as a result of the heavy mining oper- 
atioiiM going on there. CaniidiaiiB aro 
making a bid for this trade on tiic 
ground that it is in their own territory, 
but as tho bulk of it is now going up by 
way of Spokane, the merchants in the 
latter city'do not like the idea of losing 
it. The following is the way the situa- 
tion is outlined By the Spokesman-Re- 
view : 

"The importance of the Kootenay 
eoiintrv from a eonimereial point of view 
i.s shown by the enormous amount of 
HupiilieH which are ronslantly Koiiij? in, 
not only from the United States lint 
from ])oints in Canada. A railroad miin 
who was in the city yesteriiay said there 
were 200 cars of freij^lit at Kevelstoke 
awaiting shipment to tlie Southern Koo- 
tenay. 

" It is only recently tliat the Cana- 
dians became aware that there was a 
growing country in the Kootenay which 
must be supplied from some point, and 
it was only when they ascertained that 
Spokane merchants were quietly doing 
the busineBB and making no fuse about 
it that they awoke to the fat't ttint ii por- 
tion at least lielon(;ed to them. jS'ow 
they are straining every nerve to wrest 
the trade from the Spokane merchants."

RECOGNITION OF CUBA. 

In tho opinion of the New York Times 
the Senate Foreign AlVuira Committee 
has thrown to the dogs the wiBdom of 
JefTerBon, Madison, Monroe and 
other founders of tlio Kopublii! 
in favorably re])ortiiig tho Ciiineron 
resolution on tliu Culxui (lueution, 
thus giving its fiiiiicliun to tlie re- 
cognition of a new sovereignty which is 
by no means an established fact, and in- 
vitinp into the family of nations a few 
thousand Cuban troops dispersed in their 
mountain fastnesses, fighting with des- 
perate heroism, indeed, for independ- 
ence, but with no (irgiuii/.etl ;j;oviiriunent 
behind and over tlieni whicli i\n envoy 
could find or get access to. 

The cases of the republics of Chili, Col- 
umbia and Peru, which were recognized 
by President Munroe in 1822 are refer- 
red to, but it is pointed out thatas early 
as isli) representulivea of President 
31 onroe bad been sent to inquire into 
tlie condition and prospects of the n-- 
volted provinces of .Spain. It was only 
four years later, after he had ascertained 
that their independence was a recogniz- 
able fact, that President Monroe felt 
himself in a position to declare in his 
message that " all those provinces of 
Spain are not only in tlie full enjoyment 
of their independence, l)at, considering 
the state of the war and other circum- 
stances, there is not the most remote 
prospect i)l their being deorived of it." 

It is pointed out that there is no com- 
parison between the proposed recognition 
of Cuba and anything else in the liistory 
of the I'nited States, and in fact the 
United States are asked to step aside 
from the safe ground of strict neutrality 
and to plunge into a bog of entangle- 
ments and complications of which no 
man can foresee the nature or predict 
the ending. The Senate Foreign AH'aira 
Committee it is pointed out stiould be 
tho grave ot ill-considered iiropoaitions 
and not a cradle for their nur- 
ture. As contradistinguished from 
tlie position of the Senate For- 
eign Relations Gpmmittee, which 
is supposed to belong to the more con- 
servative element in the United States 
Congress, is tl;e attitude of the leading 
members of the House of Reprcseta- 
tiyes, both Democratic and Ri.'publican. 
They, it would seem from conversations 
had with them, object to any step which 
would, in their opinion, bring ab.int a 
war with Spain on the ground that the 
McKinley administration ought not to 
be met at the very moment of coming 
into i)0wer by so seriona an interna- 
tional problem, and in this conclusion 
t!ie Democrats fully concurred . Otiiors 
felt that it would be injudicious on tlio 
part of the United States to recognize 
either the independence or the belliger- 
ency of the Cubans until tlie real situa- 
tion in the island is kiiDwn. Thus far 
members of the House, at least, are 
in absolute ignorance, excepl so far 
us (■oiiilictiiig newspaper reports 
are concerned, of the strength of 
the rebels or their ability to main- 
tain more than a guerilla warfare. 

It may here be remarked that most of 
the reports from the Island which have 
appeared in the ixijji'rs of tlie rnited 
Stales have, despite wliat has been said 
in some of them as l i tiie iire.is censor- 
ship exercised on the Island by the 
Spanish autliorities, been of a [nu- 
nounced jiro-Cuban color. This is a 
consideration which cannot, fail to have 
struck even the most casual reader of 
the dispatches, inusL of which have 
reached the public by way (if New ^'ork. 
I' loriila and points not generally regard- 
ed a;i being on the lines of direc't 
communicution with Havana. In fact it 
would . not, we think, be going too far 
to say that not a few of the reports have 
been the product of the wish rather than 
of the fact. It would not, therefore, be 
surprising if, wdien the report of the 
Foreign Ivelatious Coniniittee comes up 
in the Senate, it will he debated almost 
indefinitely and in fact be kept in dis- 
cussion in one or other of the Houses for 
the remaining two mon tbs of the life of 
the Fiftj-fourth congress, which will ex- 
pire on JIarch .'!. That this will be the 
fate of the Cameron resolution there is 
but little reason lo doubt. 

President Mclviuhiv and the I'ifty- 
Fifth Congress would thus be left free 
to take any course which they might see 
fit to adopt, and possibly after more 
mature consideration it will bo seen 
how foolish it .vouUl hti to adopt tiie 
course advocated by Senator Cameron 
and the Foreign ]{elationa Coniniittee, 
which would involve a train of conse- 
quences that it is impoBsible at present 
to foresee. 



A DETEBIOliATION. 

Liberals have alw.aya claimed, and 
generally ohiainod, credit for a belief in 
a non-partisan civil service. It must be 
matter of great grief to the honest Lib- 
eral of the old school lo find that men 
are being turned out of office who l ave 
done their work well and who have 
been guilty of no fault excejit that of be- 
ing Hlauiich Coiiservalives. 

Whoa these good people read that 
some of thoir prominent newspapers ad- 
vocate the dismissal of the efficient de- 
puty ministers who have been in oflice 
long enoiij,'h to be thoroughly conver- 
sant with the duties they have to per- 
forin, and tho appointment in their 
places of men who have only shown 
thoir lltuesB for their position by their 
loyalty to their political party, they 
must utt^r many a heartfelt sigh over 
the degeneration of the newspa- 
per editors of tlieso latter days. 
^'et this ia what the AVinnipeg 
Tribune has tlono. It has gone 
further. It conniionds jNlr. Sifton, tho 
now Minister of tho Interior, because 
" one of the first things he has done is 
to place a man at the head of the two 
departments over which he presides in 
whom he bus perfect confideiu^e and who 
ia in political sympathy with him." 

This is a nii'e way of saying that tlie 
oUice of deputy minister should be tlio 
reward of political service. There is no 
patriotic Canadian who has had the 
least experience of the evils of the spoils 
system who will not regret that the 
present government should interfere 
with the efUciency of tho civil service 
by making appointments to its most iai- 
Ijortant departments upon the vicious 
principle of that systeia. 



A CHANGE. 



In an article in its issue of the lutli 
on "Trade with Our Neighbours" tho 
Toronto Globe deprecates the unfriend- 
ly spirit in which the United States dis- 
ci'iiuinates against Canada and contrasts 
the readiness of the government of that 
country to enter into reciprocal trade re- 
lations with the republics of Central 
Ameiica with its refusal to exchange 
its productions with those of Canada, 
The writer says, very truly, that if the 
Americans by their unfriendly conduct 
ejpect to force Canada into annexation 
they are wrong, and that the only result 
of such a policy will bo to cause tho 
Canadian producer to lind other mark- 
ets, which although not so convenient, 
all'ord him a working profit. The Globe 
produces figures to show that this has 
been the result of the present tariff 
and intimates that if the Americans 
refuse reciprocity in tho future Canada 
will live and iirosjier without it. We are 
glad to see that the great Liberal organ 
has so much confidence in the fntuie of 
our country. But, we would ask, who 
are responsible for the feeling, iUniost 
universal in the United States, tliat 
Canadians are dependent on the markets 
of that country, if not for existence at 
least for prosperity? Is it not the Lib- 
eral organs, speakers and politicians who 
have manifested such eagerneas lo gain 
reciprocity in face of tho plain doter- 
mination of the United States Govern- 
ment not to grant it on any other terms 
than that Canada should adopt their 
tarilT? The Globe will lind it very hard 
now to counteract the impression which 
the subservient and unpatriotic conduct 
of at least an important section of the 
Liberal party, a few years ago, did so 
much to create.

MoEiAJrMBD Djemalsddin Effendi, the 
Sbeik-iil-Islam, head of the Mohamme- 
dan church, is sufTering from cancer, and 
his condition is said to be hopeless. lie 
was ajijiointed to his oflice in IS'Jl, and 
has not been afl'ected by the changes in 
the Turkish ministry since his appoint- 
ment. He, with the Grand Vizier, ex- 
ercises under the supreme direction ot 
the Sultan, the legislative and executive 
authority of tho emjiire. Both these 
oflicials are appointed by tho Sultan, 
tho Sheik-ul-Isiam with tho nominal 
concurrence of the Ulema, a body com- 
prising the clergy and chief iunctionar- 
ies of the law, over which the Sheik-ul- 
Islam presides, although he himself docs 
not exorcise priestly functions. With- 
out bia assent no- Sultan can legally bo 
deposed. 

The free trader who can extract com- 
fort from the published accounts of the 

investigations of the tariff commission- 
era' labors ill iMoiitreal must be a veri- 
table Mark Tapley. ?ilanufacturers, nie- 
ciianics, millers, grocers, dry goods mer- 
chants unite in upliolding the iirinciples 
of the National Policy. Protection for 
manufactured goods and the admission 
of the raw material free is the all but 
universal demand. If the ministers who 
listen to liie evidence brought before 
them make changes in the direction of 
free trade, it will be in spite and not be- 
cause of the opinions expressed by the 
men who control such a largo jiroportion 
of the great manufacturing and mercan- 
tile interests of the Dominion. 

Tin; Central American States of Hon- 
diirati, Nicaragua and San Salvador hav- 
ing united under the name of "The 
Greater Republic," it is thought that 

before long Guatemala and Costa Rica 
will join the union. Jt is to bo lioped, 
but scarcely to be expected, that tlie 
ctjnfederacy will be a long-lived one. If 
a good government could be added to 
tho splendid natural resources of Cen- 
tral America the whole continent would 
be benefited. Heretofore the intestine 
strife and the revolutionary tendencies 
of the Spanish-American republics have 
retarded progress and prevented develop- 
ment. 

Despitk the many laws enacted in re- 
cent years to protect the lobstars once so 
abundant alonu' the New JCngland coast 
of the United States, their numbers are 
decreasing witli alarming rapiility. The 
only way apparently of saving them from 
speedy extinction is to gain increased 
skill in rearing them by artificial means, 
anil the efforts of the Fish Commission 
are now turned in that direction. Leg- 
islative action cannot decrease the de- 
mand, and the conclusion arrived at that 
the only means of maintaining the sup- 
ply is by artificial methods, which it is 
heartily hoped will he successful.

There ia an element of mystery at the 
present time unsolvable in connection 
vrith the triigic death of a staid-looking 
tlerman who was a iiassenger to this 
citv from San Francisco by the last di- 
rect steamer, and whose funeral takes 
place to-day. " Louia 11b " was the name 
under which he registered, in hand- 
writing unmistakably that of an educat- 
nian, and San Francisco " appears on 
the liotel book as his ]>lacQ of residence 
Whether or not the name and address 
are genuine is, however, matter of mere 
conjecture; the question of who the 
stranger was and whence he came forms 
part of the luyslery, aa inex|)licable at 
jiresent as tlio reasons that prompted the 
deed of dea-Ji. 

Hs, if tliat bo the name of tho unfor- 
tunate, attracted tho attention of his 
fellow-passengers on the Walla Walla 
during the journey north, by his very 
apparent melancholy. He discussed his 
affair with no one, although several en- 
deavored to cheer him up by engaging 
him in converaatiou — and so far 
an known mentioned his name to none. 
Thomas Randall, who perLapa saw more 
of him than anyone else on the voyage, 
gathered that he was on his' way to 
Spokane, and that he bad had more than 
his share of trouble and ill health of late. 
They went to the same hotel on reach- 
ing here, but since taking up their quar- 
ters in Victoria saw little of each other. 

On Christinas day tho hotel jiorter be- 
came somewhat alarmed, as the taciturn 
German guest had not left his room for 
upwards of tweiily-fonr hours. He 
looked through the iransoiii , after knock- 
ing repealodly at tho door, and to his 
horror dhscovered the dead body of the 
visitor. It was in a standing ))0Sture, 
the he.id falling upon the breast, and a 
large clasp knife being held in the left 
hand. ICverytliing about was saturated 
with blood, for the knife had boon drawn 
across the throat in ii hideous zig-zag 
fashion, which meant almost imineiliate 
and horrible death. It was evident, 
however, the saicide had determined to 
make assurance doubly sure, for an em- 
ptied laudanum bottle was standing 
close at hand, and subsequent investiga- 
tion showed that before uain^ the knife 
the man had taicen an excessive dose of 
the poison. 

The i)olice were, of course, notified at 
once, and a coroner's imiuest was held 
yesterilay. The otiicera nuulo a careful 
e.xandnatioii ol every scrai) of clothing 
in the valise or on the person of the un- 
fortunate. They found, however, no 
single scrap of paper that would give a 
clue to Ilia iileutity. The laudanum 
bottle lioie the label of druggist A. C. 
lirooks of l ied Ilhill', Cah. and a quant ity 
of medicini: and measuring glass in the 
viiliao indicated that the poor fellow 
had been "doctoring" for some time. 
.\t the inquest Constable Anderson told 
ofthelUuiing of the body and how but 
SO cents had been discovered in the 
property of the suicide; and Dr. Red- 
mond desrribeil the uiaiinerof hie death. 
The jury returned a verdict ol suicide, 
in accordance with the meagre fnr-ts 
available.

The 
ceremony took place amid the i)lauUit9 
of a large crowd of people, at the Drill 
hall, at the Fifth Reeinaent band 
concert. 

Lieutenant-Governor Dewdney, who

Kent, acting for tho association. 

The two young men who were to re- 
el vo the medals stood modestly in the 
back-ground, vvhilo the Lioutenant-Gov- 
einor briefly told the story of the 
medals. His honor was, he said, glad of 
the opportunity of presenting to two 
young Canadians, born in J5riiisb Col- 
umbia, the medals, which had been 
won by their bravery and jjluck at the 
risk of their own lives in saving Uiree of 
their fellow-citizens from death. lie 
thanked Lieut.-Col. Gregory for al- 
lowing the medals to be presented on 
this occasion, as the Canadian Hoyal 
Humane .Vssociatioii were uioal anxious 
to have the presentations made as Pub- 
licly as pi.issible.

ll.\i,n A.x, Dec. 20. — -■Vbout .5 o'clock on 
Thursday evening the cniil ii-ines at 
Springhill were discovered to be on fire. 
The lire originated in the pipe way of 
the cast elope in the SOO-foot level. It 
soon gained its way into the l,;JOO-foot 
level, which it has converted into a rag- 
ing furnace. Mr. Cowans being in 
Montreal, (.iovernment Inspector Gilpin 
was wired for and was soon on deck. 
The Qre was issuing from every opening 
of the mine. Twc cupolas were burned 
downaud the bank head had to be torn 
away. The miners worked hard to save 
their source of livlibood, but air efforts 
in that direction were fruitless.

CHRISTMAS IN LONDON. 

The Mildest of Weather-Holiday Trade the 
Best in Years-Tlie Queen's Cele- 
bration. 

LoN-DON, Dec, 26.— Christmas weatlier 
has been of the uiildust description, 
foggy and w ithout snow, but the holiday 
trade \vas the best in years, and especi- 
ally in jRwidlry, fiin.jy iirticles, books 
o'.ul mechanical toys, which formed the 
chief attractions for the slioppers. The 
receipts last Monday in one of the big 
co-operative stores alone waa ;i;il2,000. 
An average of 200,000 parcels were hand- 
led daily at the main parcel office, where 
1,400 clerks have been ■working night 
and day. 

On the other hand the distress among 
the poor of London waa equally marked, 
over BBven hundred persons being 
relieved out of the {nnde from the 
poor box at Bow street police court in 
three days, some of the cases being most 
jiitiful. 

The Queen 'a Christmas was celebrated 
very quietly at (Jsborne, the death of 
Prince IleHry of Batteuberg liaviug 
made all the usual leativitiea unseemly. 
Only the old traditional customa of tlie 
table were uuiuterlereil with and the 
usual present" were given to-tiay. The 
royal baron of beef, wliich ia the prin- 
cipal dish on the (Queen's sideboard, was 
cut this year from a Devon o.\, which 
was fattened on Her Majecty'.s Kleniiah 
farm, 'Windsor Groat Park. The joint 
waa roasted at Windsor and sent to Os- 
borne Christmas eve, along with a boar's 
head and a woodcock pie. All duly aji- 
peared on the sideboard yesterday. Her 
Majesty received from Her graadson, 
Kmperor William of (.iermany, as usual, 
a genuine Hare de Sanglier from the 
famous royal preserves at Springe, Han- 
over, and another from the Duke of 
Cobiirg, beaitlea a quantity of German 
cakoa and sweetmeats. 

Chrigtinaa day hero was sunsliiny and 
waa ijuielly Bpont. Many of the old cus- 
toma were followed ont in the true spirit 
of tlie Kngliah Cliriatiiuia. At (iueon's 
College, ().\ford, the ancient cereiuony of 
bringing the boar's head was eolemtily 
gone through in tlie presence of the Uni- 
veraity Dons. 

At Kocliester six |)0or travellera on- 
joyed the Watt's charity, in the shape of 
an old-fasiiionod dinner and a present 
of fourpeiice. In Liverpool 20,000 
hot pots were given to thtj 
poor, and the impoverished people of 
this city were well caced for through 
tliouaands of free breakfasts, dinners, 
etc., in many parts o£ the metropolis. In 
the London workhouses 104,593 paupers 
enjoyed the Christmas celebration, par- 
ticularly the beer and tobacco features, 
and 4,(11)7 hospital patients were made as 
couifortable as possible under the cir- 
cumstances. 



EAILROAD TO MANCHURIA. 

China Will Only Have Nominal Control, 
Russia Being the Master. 

London, Dec. 2G. — A Times dispatch 
from St. Petersburg says: It ia alleged 
that the Rnsso-Cliineso treaty, which 
recently caused bo much comment, is not 
between the two governments but be- 
tween the Chines government and the 
Russo — Chinese hank, wiiich was 
founded a year ago by the directors of 
the Knssiaii International bank. The 
treaty is dated September 8. 

The KiiB.so-Chinese bank formed the 
railway comiiany wliicli an imperial or- 
ganization recently sanctioned under the 
name of the Kasterii Railway Company 
with a capital of 5,000,000 roubles to con- 
struct and work a railway from the 
weatem frontier of Hei-Tung-Cliiang to 
the eastern frontier of Kirin, in Man- 
churia, to connect with the branches of 
the Siberian railway, it being also pro- 
vided that the holders of the shares must 
be either Russians or Chinese.' The 
Kiipsian government will fully L'uarantee 
the capital and intereat of fiirtlier obli- 
gations to bo iasiied as required, reserv- 
ing to themselves the right ol taking, 
upon payment to the company, of a price 
to be mutually agreediupoii. 

The Kus.sian minister of liiiam^e will 
bo complete master of the enterprise, bis 
approval being required for all mlniinis- 
trativo and technical appoiiilinents and 
instructions. China olitains nominal 
control 1>\' appointing the preaident, but 
the real chief will be the vice-president, 
and will be apiioiuted by Russia. China 
may piiicliaso the railway after ;-{6 years, 
or take possession without payment at 
the end of SO years. Goods in transit 
will be free of all Chinese taxes, and 
Russian g<ioda will be otherwise favored.

Ai'clibisiioD's Farewell— Ambassador 
Biiyai'il Criticized By the Chron- 
icle-Government Secrets. 



I.oNiJo.N,-, Dec. 26. — It is understood 
that Ht. Hon. Joseph Chamberlain has 
arrived at au important agreement re- 
garding the part which the colonies are 
to play in 1897 in the celebration of the 
fact that tjue^n Victoria's reign has 
eelipaed in length that of any other 
English sovereign, and he will make a 
statement on the subject in the House 
of Commons early during the coming 
session . 

It is stated in Canadian circles that 
the proposal of the Toronto Navy League 
that the Royal Navy be recruited from 
colonial as well as home seamen, 
has been coldly received by 
the Imperial authorities. Naval 
experts are credited with see- 
ing uumy difhculties in carrying out the 
schtuie, and, according to the INlan- 
chester (iuardian, they are doubtful of 
the alleged abundance of good material 
in the colonies, l^veii in the case of the 
sea-faring population of Newfoundland, 
it is not thought that the colony would 
yield the class of men iieedeil for the 
navy, wlnle in the other colonies it is 
said tiie men likely to volunteer would 
be of very indifl'erent stull'. If the ques- 
tion of employing colonial f;eamen in the 
navy is seriously raised at a conference 
of the Imperial Defence Commission, it 
is considered very unlikely that it will 
bo found to bo all smooth sailing. 

Otlicial and dijjlomatic: circles are in a 
flutter over the outsjioken criticism on 
Mr. Thos.F. Bayard, Ujiited States am- 
bassador, in the Chronicle on "Tharsday 
last. The Chronicle on the occasion re- 
ferred to gave great prominence to a 
Washington letter, saying, that instead 
of rendering either country a service Mr. 
Bayard,' by minimizing the gravity of 
President Cleveland's ^'eIle/.uela mess- 
age to congress, was a most dangerous 
representative for the United States dur- 
ing a great crisis, and the 
Washington letter adds; "No thanks 
are due him that the hesi- 
tation did not lead to most serious con- 
seiiiienccH. " The Chronicle's corres- 
pondent further claims to have tlie 
liigbo."t authority for making the state- 
ment that President Cleveland and tiec- 
rotary Ohiey are an.Kiously yearning that 
Mr. Bayard slionld resign ; ihat all nego- 
tiations have been taken out of his 
hands, and that be has known nothing 
which transpired between Washington 
and the foreign olBce here, but baa been 
content to be pushed aside without re- 
senting it. 

The dispute between the Italian gov- 
ernment and Prince Seiarra, respecting 
the latter's right to send out of Italy 
iiiasterpiecea of his art gallery, has been 
finally settled. A sinisation was caused 
some time ago by the Prince secretly 
disposing of several important paintings", 
notably Raphad'a " Violin I'layer. ' Ac- 
cor<ling to the new agreement, I'rince 
Seiarra [iresents the nation with about a 
dozen chefs d'Oeuvres, and in return 
the embargo placed upon the sale of the 
others will be removed. 

Dr. Frederick K. Temjde, the new 
Archbishop of Canterbury and formerly 
Bishop of I/)ndon, bade farewell to the 
clergy of that diocese on Wednesday in

UNITED STATES AlfD SPAIN. 

The En^ossing; Topic in the Political Circles 
of London— Ex (Jauen Isabella 
Interviewed. 

Lo.MDON, Dec. '-'0. — Tho attitude of tl.i 
United States towards Cuba continue 
to bo the most engrossing subject of dis 
cussion in political circles here and on 
the continent. The crisis has revived 
recollections in Paris of the ill-fated 
Mexican expedition, and interviews in 
this connection with the Imperialist 
lienerals, Harail and Ciallifet, lanile, 
Olivier and others have appeareil in tho 
Krench press. 

Kx-(.Jueon Isabel, of Spain, in the 
course of an interview, is quoted a 
having expressed her belief that th 
ideal of Napoleon III was a union of the 
Latin dement as a counterpoise to the 
immense Anglo-Saxon inlluence. Her 
Majesty is reported to have said: " The 
nature of the Mexican expedition jier- 
sonally disquieted me in the direction of 
Cuba, and yon mav add that tentative 
negotiations f(jr the independence of 
Cuba began before luy abdic:ition and 
were revived at the moment when Spain 
was harrassed by internal strnggles." 

The leading Lonilon weeklies airain 
devote much spm-i! to the Cuban situa- 
tion. The Stiiiist thinks there is little 
pr()Si)ect that Spain will soon be 
able U) assert herself ia Cuba, and 
urccH (,TTe:U Britain, with or with- 
out the consent of the great JOuro- 
peau powers, to oiler her good oHices 
to the United States and Spain. 
The Statist attaches little importance 
to the general continental objectiuii 
that the I'nited Slates right to interfere 
would be dangerous to every luiropean 
government with posBCSsiouB in Amer- 
ica, and says: "Unless one or more of 
the great powers are prepared to forcibly 
oppose American intervention, a mere 
verbal objection will not carry weight, 
la case of war Spain will eventually be 
rained, and the best friend of Sjiain is 
he who tries to induce her to come to 
SDiiie arrangement in time."
